Discussing the declaration of Mr. Lloyd 
i George to the effect that, if tho /Germans do 
not sign the Peace Treaty at Versailles, they 
will have to do it in Berlin, The Times

THE LANDING AT SMYRNA, 


With reference to the recent landing at 
Smyrna, says a Constantinople message, da 
May 21, it is necessary to point out that, judg- 
ing by the comments appearing in the Turkish 
Presa and by the storm of public protest 
already reported, the Turks do not yet seem 
quite to have realised the consequence of their 
foolhardy action in leaguing themselves with 
Germany against their friends and protectors, 
Great Britain and France. Indeed, it is feared 
that. many Turks are still indulging in illusions 
respecting the ultimate fate of their Empire. 
At the same time, had the . oceupation of 
Smyrna been confined to the troops of the Great 
Powers, to the exclusion of the Greeks, there 
would have been hardly a protest raised. As 
a matter of fact, a large croup of Turks now 
openly declare themselves in favour of Great 
Britain's assuming the mandate and administer- 
ing the country. Several Turkish newspapers 
have, indeed; undertaken a campaign in. sup- 
port of such a solution, and an association 
styled “ The Friends of Britain,” which has been 
recently formed, is stated to have already 
secured 45.000 adherents in Constantinople. 

The decision of the Paris Conference in re- 
gard to Smyrna has undoubtedly proved to be a 
severe blow to the Turks. Nevertheless, it has 
had the effect of waking them up to the gravity 
of the situation, and possibly also of 
pelling any illusions which may still be enter- 
tained by them. While the majority of the 
Turkish people appear to be indifferent as to 
what happens, provided good government be 
established, they are mosi decidedly averse to 
Greek administration.
